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Established in 1941 at a cost of $20,000,000, 
CAMP DAVIS is one of the most important 
training centers of the Anti-Aircraft Command 
and home of the Army's only Anti-Aircraft 
Artillery School. The camp received its name 
from Major General Richmond Pearson Davis, 
a native of North Carolina.
